THE WHISKY CASE." 


, TORT OF JUDGMENT. 


Following 1a the text of the judgment { 


delivered on the 19th inst, by My. 
Justice Gompertz, in the case of A. -B. 
Watson & Co,,, Ltd, v. The Wing On 
This ‘san action for goods sold and 
delivered.. The plaintiff's Company had 
on tho Gth August supplied 50 cases of 
E. Whisky on ‘the order of one Cheung,: 
who purported to act as the agent of the 
defendants. ° The whisky was to be 
delivered - to the defendants, c/o tha 
Oriental Trading Co., e/o Kwan Tai- 
Cheung stating that the defendants, had 
not much storage room and that Kiwan 
Tai would .store. the whisky and supply 
it to them as it was wanted. . The goods 
were delivered at the Kwan Tai premises 
und the order was returned receipted by 
the signature of the manager and chopped 
by the Kwan Tai firm. Four days Jatet 
“Cheung returned and asked if the goods 
had beon duly delivered.. He was told 
‘that. they had been, and he asked to be 
lent the reecipt, which ho took away with 
him, As he did not réturn’ Mx. Phillips, 
tho salesman of. the plaintiff Company— 
through whose hands the transaction had 
passed—went to the defendants’ premises 
and saw Mr. .Kwok, the managing 
partner. Whether Mx. Kwok then said 
that Cheung had been discharged is dis- 
‘puted, but it is elear ‘that Mr. Kwok 
repudiated any responsibility on_behalf 
of the defendants and that Mr. Phillipa 
told him he would hold tho defendants 
liable. It. appears that some. time in 
April last, Mr. Kwok had been to the 
plaintiff’ cellars and informed Mr, 


Phillips that the defendants had recently |. 


obtained. a. liquor..licence and. were 
desirous of dealing with the plaintiffs. 
There is some dispute as to whatexactly 
was said, on this occasion, but I am pre- 
pared,to find that Cheung was introduced 


‘to Mr. Phillips as the -person authorized 


to order liquor on behalf of the defen- 
dants. A course of dealing was thus 
instituted, ‘the ordars being given _by 
Cheung, and this lasted into July. For 
the first month there were cash payments: 
subsequently there -was the running

General Tuan. Chih-jui, | Minister of 
War, made the following statementd in a 
conversation with the represontative ‘of 
the Ostasiatische Llogd:— ; 

Chine is not willing to wage war a 
the present moment, because & war woul 
be disastrous to, the development of her 
-intérior affairs. Though China has, ‘at: 
present, at her digposal more than cighty 
divisioiis of ten thousand men each, large 
parts of these troops are but newly ¢n- 
listed. reeruits,-who do not. constitute an 
army efficient for active service in the 
field. The barking for war raised by in- 
competent intcrlopers is certain to vanish 
away just as, some ‘time ago, the cnthu- 
siastic appeals for the patriotic loan have 
vanished away also without achieving the 
slightest effect, The main task fur China 
is at present to restore the order ‘n her 
own. house. After that. end has 
been attained, China can dispense with 
thirty out of her eighty Givisions, and 
can pick out some further three hundred 
thousand unserviceable soldiers. China 
is now on the point of training up pocd 
officers of Jower as well as of higher ranks 
in- the military schools of -Wu-chang, 
Ching-ho near Peking and in the mil’ tary 
academy at Pao-ting-fu. There are being 
trained now..in these schools a thousand 
students in all. Temporarily all. the 
cadets are educated for one year in tho 
lower course of the military school, Later 
on only graduates of the middle schools 
shall enter these schools. In this way 


China will gradually create an efficient 
army for the protection of the country.

proceedings are instituted and successful, 

This, in bricf, is the status of the case 
which the 7'7mes reported yesterday. Mr. 
Ross was told on arrival that there was 
a suspicion that he came to the islands 
under contract with Ker & Company, and 
that the question of his eligibility for 
admission to the Philippines would have 
to he decided by the board. He was 
allowed to go free while the matter was 


‘| debated, and until to-day the issue of the 


case beforo tho board of special inquiry 
was not known. a 

This morning it transpired that the 
board had found Mr. Ross to be a con- 
tract labourer, and that this decision was 
arrived at-on his own admission. He was 
accordingly notified that he would not bs 
permitted to enter the Philippine Islands 
under the immigration laws of the United
